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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-9 are presented for examination. 

2. Acknowledgment is made of the Information Disclosure Statement filed on March 
15 th , 2004. 

3. Claim for foreign priority has been acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by (Cousins 
US Patent No 6,618,35). 

As to claim 1, Cousins teaches an information providing system comprising: an 
information providing server, which stores display information and bandwidth 
information requested for transmission of the display information, and transmits the 
display information and the bandwidth information in response to the request of the 
user; (Abstract; col 5, lines 35-45; col 6, lines 39-60; col 7 and 8, lines 1-67 and 1-4) 

an information transmission server, which performs bandwidth negotiation and 
bandwidth reservation based on information on available bandwidth on the network 
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using the bandwidth information transmitted from the information providing server and 
requests buffering for bandwidth that cannot be reserved; (Abstract; col 5, lines 35-45; 
col 6, lines 39-60; col 7 and 8, lines 1-67 and 1-4) 

and a terminal which receives the display information from the information 
providing server in response to the buffering request received from the information 
transmission server, buffers the display information, and displays the display information 
transmitted from the information providing server over the network together with the 
buffered display information after call setup. (Abstract; col 1, lines 53-67; col 7 and 8, 
lines 1-67 and 1-4) 

Claims 2, 4-7 and 9 are essentially the method, recording medium, etc for the 
above mentioned claim and are thus rejected under similar rationale. 

As to claim 3, Cousins teaches the information providing device of claim 2 further 
comprising a bandwidth negotiation unit which performs bandwidth reservation based 
on the requested bandwidth information and the information on available bandwidth 
over the network and requests a terminal to perform buffering if the bandwidth 

reservation is not successful. (Abstract; col 1 , lines 53-67; col 7, lines 40-62) 

As to claim 8, Cousins teaches the method of claim 7, wherein steps (a) and (b) 
are performed in an offline state so that the display information and the bandwidth 
information can be stored in a database, and steps (c) and (d) are performed in an 
online state in response to the request of a user. (Abstract; col 1 , lines 53-67; col 7, 
lines 40-62)
